Have You ever noticed the 
dredgers at work in Boston Harbor, 
opening up their ugly jaws and 
bringing ap tons, of mud brought 
down by the so-calléd-plack! Oharles 
and sluggish Mystic rivers through 
soll, @mpsion? ‘What <an be re 
an used to build ap pesti- 
ential 5,/fat long before the 
memory of man this process has 
been golng on. Much eroded soll 
and sand have been scooped up by 
‘the tireless fingers of the ocean 
and lald down in shoala to be avold- 
ed by ships ‘Witness the gradual 
wearing away of the many drum- 
‘Ung deposited by the glacial sheet 


at Winthrop, Point Allerton and’ 


the Islands of Boston Harbor which 
now show a bare, seamy face edged 
with piled up boulders and ecraggly 
Tolfage. 

If the torrential rains can do 50 
‘much £0 land of sight elevation, on 


what a larger scale they are able to} 


work in our great Connecticut 
River Valley, with the river gain- 
ing momentum as it rolls from side 
to side, under-cutting bankings and 
gullying exposed elevations. Wit- 
ness the many terraces throughout 
its length and the gradual lowering 
of the river bed.

evidences of the erosion of cen- 


turies, for tall trees are growing 
there. 

Qne form of wearing away of 
the top soi] is called sheet and rill 
erosion. This Is Ukely to occur 
during heavy rains on broad areas 
of cultivated intervales with enough 
of a slant to carry the good rich 
earth, its valuable nitrogenous and 
other chemical contents, into the 
swirling and swollen river. The 
Department of Agriculture recom- 
mends terracing, contour cropping 
and strip cropping for soi] conser 
vation in our valley (all explained 
in Leaflet No. 193, issued by the 
Extension Service, University of 
Massachusetts, also available at the 
Greenfield Court House.) 

A lot of sof] may be held back 
by arranging your rows of veget- 
ables across your slopes, instead of 
up and down with the wash from 
above. For long continuous rows, 
follow the contour of the land, so 
that with each hoeing, there- ts 
less danger of the soil being car- 
riled away by heavy rains. 

‘Wind erosion is very damaging 
too, especially along the coast. 
The Government is safeguarding 
against that alao. The picturesque 
sand dunes of Plum Island, Cape 


| Cod and Nentucket are continually 


Changing their shapes through the 
action of the strong winds, an- 
lees weH anchored with vegeta: 


‘tion, ‘What is known locally as 


the Back Side of Provincetown (the 
Province Lands) was originally cov- 
ered with a forest. Some sixty 
years ago, while visiting relatives 
fm Provincetown, I myself came 
upon a depression among the dunes 
nearly out to the Peaked Hill Bar 
Life Saving Station, in which a 
number of old dead stumps of ce- 
dars were still to be seen. A severe 
storm would cover them up, per- 
haps forever. My cousin and I 
had walked through the deep sand, 
up one dune, only to find eight 
more ahead of us, before we had 
covered the three miles to the 
ocean. 

The Government is now planting 
befch grass, small pines, bayberry 
bushes, sumac, Scotch broom, and 
sand peas on the sand hills and 
wind-blown embankments of the 
highways to prevent erosion. In 
fact, on any State highway, you 
will notice that young pines or 
vines have been planted on the sur- 
face of newly cut “shoulders.”

was the lack of pupils There are 
65 puplle in the local high school 
which number precludes the adop 
tion of a varied curriculum. He 
then stated the sizes of the classes 
for Latin, Algebra, Spanish, etc., 
and contnued by saying the setting 
up of a regional high school wil) 
do away with small classes, the 
duplication of teachers and the 
lack of competition among pupils. 
He also noted the new courses 
that could be added, such as music 
appreciatior, Industria] arts, if a 
larger schoo] were provided. 

The third pressing problem Is the 
lack of a gymnasium and auditor- 
jum He revealed that his com- 
mittee did not think it advisable to 
contemplate the construction of a 
gym and auditorium, costing, $100, 
000 to $130,000, at this time. This 
was the 1947 figure which probably 
would not be enough under present 
day conditions and costa. 

Sen. Mahar, lauded by Supt. 
Turner for his work at ‘a leader 
of education tn the State Legisla- 
ture”, reviewed two aets that 
have done much to caise the stan- 
dard of education in the Common- 
wealth. One act is designed for 
state assistance in school building 
construction and the other for state 
ald for transportation. 

The third act, re saM, deals with 
regional consolidation, and is now 
fn hearing before various conmmit- 
tees, and if plans work out, it 
should be op for a vote within a 
month, at which time it should be- 
come a law. 

Sen. Mahar, who is chairman of 
the recess commission on educa- 
tion, went on to say that the init- 
fative for regional consolidation 
was not taken, but was a “grass 
roots desire” on the part of a large 
number of people, and to illustrate 
this point, he named a number of 
communities now petitioning the 
State for permission to consolidate. 

Mahar continued with a descrip- 
tion of the Canaan, Conn., consoli- 
dated school, a school, he had Visit- 
ed during the course of the work 
by the recess commission, and des- 
cribed the development of an ex- 
tensive curriculum now available 
to children of six towns in that 
area. He noted a few disadvan- 


tages, but added that they were of| Robert Gingras, officer of the day. 
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a minor nature. 

Mahar gave a detailed schedule 
to be followed by the towns in set- 
ting up a regional school. After 
exploratory meetings are held, and 
two or more towns signify their 
desire for a regional school, town 
meetings must be called and the 
moderator directed to appoint a 
committee. This group is then to 
Investhzate the needs, possibilities 
and abilities to construct. If it is 
then decided to form a regional 
high school, then an agreement is 
drawn up and submitted to the 
slate planning board. It Is then 
reviewed by the state education 
and emergency finance boarde and 
returned to the local seletmen. An- 
other town meeting would be neces- 
sary, and if twothirds approve, it 
would be adopted and the district 
set up. 

Mahar added that the bill is 
flexible enough to leave contro] of 
the school {in the hands of local 
authorities, and, he continued, state 
ald now provided local communities 
would continue. 

A question and discussion period 
followed, during which time Sen. 
Mahar and Supt. Turner had op- 
portunities to discuss the various 
ramifications of the bills. Sen. 
Mahar added at this time that he 
fet ¢he committee on education 
of the Legislature was favorably 
disposed toward the passage of the 
bill. 

John B. Hawley, of the Adult Hd- 
ucation Diviston of the Doegt.' ef 
Education for the State of New 
York, spoke briefly during the meet- 
ing, invited anyone Interested to 
avali themselves of the information 
his office could provide, in view of 
the more than 300 consolidations 
effected in the State of New York. 

Dr. Bennett announced that the 
CPC would set up another forum 
in the near future, and invited the 
Union School committee action 
group to report at that time.
